Our Converſation for theſe many years, hath been noted, and 
ſtrictiy obſetved by many, and hitherto we have not been found 
Tranſgreſſors of any Law which is made to preſerve mens Perſons 
or Eſtates, or for the puniſhment of Evil-doers ; And ſo have not 
given the Magiſtrates occaſion juſtly to appoint days of Tryal for us. 
For the Law once in Tables of Stone, and all other juſt Laws were 
and ate added becauſe of mans degeneration from the Law and Righ- 
teous Principle of Life, which was once, or atthe beginning, placed 
in his heart: So when man fell from his obedience to this Rithreous 
Law (which we ſay was not in a Book, nor in Tables of Stone, in the 
beginning, but in the Heart) and abounded in Acts of Cruelty, Vio- 
lence, Oppreſſion and Idolitry, Then becauſei of theſe Tranſgreſ- 
ſions was that Outward Law added, in order to limit, bridle and pu- 
niſh, and alſo to bring Mankind back again in a meaſure to thar 
which he degenerated from, as Moſes witneſſeth (vix. ) to the Word 
in the mouth and in the heart, that they might hear ir and do it (or 
obey it.)

derers chuſe rather to be Hanged than to be Tranſpotted, Sold, and 
Banithed ; all which are threatned to be executed , and for 
no other-cauſe bat for worſhipping God in ſuch 
we are perſwaded- in our Conſciences, which ate 

And we date not make hipwrack of Faith and a goof Conſcience, 

to ſave out Pexſons and Eftares from the mouth of the Devourer ; 

For it i « frurful thing to fall into the hands of the living God for Diſ- 
obedience ; and Conicience is as a thouſand Witneſſes, either to 

excuſe or acruſt; but ſearedneſs of Conſcience, as with an bot Iron, 
anddeadneſs and blindneſs of heart is befaln many in this Genera- 

tion : And from this Rate ariſerh all ſuch merciful Laws as this the 

Judge ſpeaks of, in order to bring others (who ate tender and fearful 

to offend God) into the ſame ſtate they are in themſelves ; but we
